By the new regulations a vast 
amount of printed matter that now 
pays for transmission at the rate of 1« 
will be charged 8« a pound. The sec- 
ond-class matter has grown until it 
now embraces nearly three-fourths of 
the entire weight of all mail matter 
handled by the Government, and yet 
it brings in a revenue of less than 
$4,000,000 a year out of the entire pOe> 
of more than $110,000,000.
